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Mining under the Sea, 

Mining can hardly be a pleasant occupation, 
The abeence of sin and all natural light, the 
dripping sides of the shaft, the danger of ex- 
plosion from the fire damp, of jutting rock, 
and numerous other perije, invest it with yague 
terrors to active imaginations, But when the 
shafts rao under the sea, end the swell of the 
ocean is distinctly audible, jt must suggest 
maoy feara to the diligent miners. The fol- 
lowing graphic description is taken from an 
English paper : i 

“We are four hundred yards out under the 

bottom of the ges, and one hondred and twenty 
fest below tha sea tevel, Vessela are sailing 
over our heads, Two hundred and forty feet 
below us men are at work, and there are gal- 
leries yet below that, The’ extraordinary po- 
sition down the face of the cliff, of the engines 
aud other worka on the surface, at Bottallie, is 
now explained. The mine igngtexcavated like 
other minen, under the earth, but under the sea, 
Having communicated these particulars the 
miner tells us to keep silent and listen, We 
obey him, sitting there speechless and motion- 
lesa, If the reader could have beheld us now, 
dressed in our copper colored garments, hud - 
dled close together in a mere cleft of subter- 
ranean rock, with a flame burning on our heada, 
and doikness enveloping our limbs, he must 
certainly have imngined, without any violent 
stretch of fanay, that be was looking down upon 
a conolave of gnomes, 

‘After listening o few minutes, a distant ound 
becomes faintly audibfe-—a long, low, mysteri- 
ous moaning that never changes, a sonnd that 
might proceed from Incaloulable distance— 
from some far, invisible hight—a sound unlike 
anything that is beard on upper ground, in the 
free air of beaven—a sound ro aublimely mourn- 
ful and still, so ghostly and impressive when 
listened to io the subterranean recesses of the 
earth, that we continue Ipatinctively to hold 
our peace an if enchanted by ft, and think not 
of communicating to each other the strange 
awe ond gatonishment which it bas inspired in 
ua from the very first. . 

‘At last the miner spenka again, and tells us 
that what we hear is the suund of the eurf lash 
ing the rocks a hundred and twenty feet abore 
ug and of the waves that are breaking on the 
beach beyond. The tide is now at the flow, nnd 
the sea is in no extraordinary state of agitation, 
so the sound is low and distant just at this 
period. But when storms are at their hight, 
when the ocean harle mountain after mountain 
of water on the oliffe, then the noise is terrific ; 
the roaring beard down bere in the ming ip so 
inexpreasible fierce and awfal that the boldest 
men at work dre afraid to continue their labor ; 
all ascend to tbe surluce to breathe the opper 
air, and stand on frm earth, dreading—though 
no catastrophe has happened yet—tbats the 
sea will break in upon them if they remain in 
the cavern below. 

Hearing this, we get up to look at the rocks 
above us. We are able to stand upright in the

We like tho style, for 
n capital, Givo legislators and otber officials ‘ampio 
Toomi and vérgo cnoygh’~and tbey’ro likely to take moro 
exercise, going to the numerous drinking henses; and 
ate not likcly to tako n contracted viow of s publio ques~ 
tion. When you go to Carson, put np at the £t, Charles, 
It is a good house. Whilo you’ro resting, call at tho 
‘xJagnolla’ and see the curlositics there displayed. Car- 
sox fs very falr, in a basiness way; although a stranger 
contd scatcely tell what makes her business. Sho is Ima 
proving, too; and the Govorniacnt will acon commenco 
the erection of a find building for tho branch mint. That 
will help ber, and give confidence to her people, Tho 
‘Virginians don't like ft, but we aro for Cargon as the only 
place in that acction fit to hold a capital or Government 
buildings, It bas mote space, and fs more pleasant and 
healthful, 

‘Virginia, tho silver metropolis, is used as 2 stopping 
place, Just nowy for emigrants to Reose River. The 
Reeso River trado fs building it up quite rapidly.

thoir all at stake in Humboldt, that tho Messenger's cor- 
respondent is not quite na smart as bolmagincs himself 
toho, Wo happon to know something of this u ise youth’s 
vistt to our town, having had tho honor of recolving 2 
call from him when ho was horo, Ho pretonds to know 
morg about geology than any othor porson wo ever con~ 
vorsed with.

While the Government ta thus magnanimous 
and considerate, and menns to restore the iu- 
surrectionary States to their old equality under 
the Constitution, there are certain results of the 
war affecting the interests of thore States, and 
to some extent changing the character of their 
domestic institutions, which must of necessity 
stand as the war leaves them. The deatruction 
of property can not be repaired. nor can algvery 
be restored where it bas been abolished—de jure 
if not de faeto—by the President's Procluma 
tion, To say that it should fs to soy that the 
rebels have a right to dictate terms to the Gov— 
eriment. The restoration of certain States was 
made possible, or at least hastened, by that 
proclamation: it is now the right and duty of 
the Government to enforce it to its legitimate 
consequences by all necessary legislation, To 
require obedience to such leginlation is not a 
condition of peace any more than to require 
obedience to the tariff and excise laws, or to 
any other necessary Act authorized by the Con- 
stitution and the laws of war, The dignity and 
eqnality of States under the Gonstitution do 
not depend upon slavery any more than upon 
polygamy and horse stealing. If a civil war 
with the Mormons should result, as it would, in 
breaking up their polygamous institution, they 
could not make ita restoration a condition of 
peace. The loyal States have maintained their 
equality and rights without slavery io most in- 
stances, and ip spite of it in others, 

The {nsargent States will really have more 
righta*-more freedom, more prosperity, more 
equality—with slavery d-stroyed than with 
alavery restored. The people therein will more 
truly be thelr owa rulera in the former case 
than jn the latter. The removal ef slavery, 
therefére, (by á constitational exercise of the 
‘war power in the Srat place, and by conatitu- 
tional legislation afterward,) roba the rebellious 
States of no right, moral or legal, imposes no 
degrading conditione upon them. They can 
‘elect loyal Representatives to Congress, who 
will be admitted, The Government will not 
ratee with these Representatives the issue of 
sbolisbing slavery, nor will Congress demand 
aa the candition of admitting them to seats thut 
they take the affirmative of that isane, No; 
Congress Will do ite duty an tve have indicated, 
without reference to the opinions thot may pos- 
aibly be entertained by future colleagues. As 
the insurgent States begin to send on their 
Representatives, slavery will have been already 
virtually abolished in the rebellious districts, 
and it will be for those Representatives to raise 
the more batefnl issue of its restoration, if they 
think it worth while to raise any jesne at all on 
the subject. But we apprehend that the eman- 
cipation policy will be generally approved in 
the rebel States by the time that most of them 
ate jn a condition to bold peaceable elections, 
The loyal people therein will know well that if 
New York and Pennsylvania are free, great and 
prosperous without slavery, ao algo~+can be 
Georgia and Missimippi,

Election for State Officers, 

It fs generally conceded that the convontion to frame

They would betray Grant, or any 
other leader, in the eame way 5 so the best that 
cao be done with the unfortunate Army of the 
Potomag is, to keep it on the defensive, and 
allow Gront and Gilmore to extend belos Rich- 
mong tll they meet, and then, with the hosts 
of Rosecrang advancing from the West, crush 
Richmond and tho rebellion out.
